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A LITTLE CHIT CHAT FROM YOUR SELECTMEN 


We respectfully submit this report summarizing the 
current state of Town affairs, to give you some ideas of 
what is in store for us the coming year, aside from our 
share of the cost of district school operations which is 
““fixed’’ at school district meeting, we have— 


Town Roads—our costs here ran higher than the preceed- 
ing year, some of the reasons being that - consis- 
tently bad weather conditions kept the repair 
crew busier than usual. More down to earth 
grading was done this past year. Some of the extra 
cost was made by tearing out the rotted Myrick 
Bridge and building a temporary bridge. Many of 
our back gravel rds. are badly showing large 
stones - rocks - showing that more gravel is badly 
needed - to get decent grading jobs done. We 
recommend a higher appropriation on road ac- 
count this year if better roads are desired. 


Myrick Bridge—with 3 major carrying beams breaking 
in two, and all other beams showing rot clear 
thru - the bridge was torn out and quickly re- 
placed with a temporary bridge. On application 
to the State to make Myrick Road a State Aid 
Road - and accepted by the State - we are about 
to have a full brand new bridge built of concrete 
and steel arch - a bridge that should bear a “4100” 
year storm. Briefly - we have made one payment 
on the new bridge of $1,284.00; during construc- 
tion we are to make another payment of $1,175. 
.00; then on completion a payment of approxi- 
mately of $1,175.00. Or a full cost to the town of 
approx. $3,634.00. The total cost of the bridge is 
approx. $33,500. with the state and county paying 
the remainder. 
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It is understood that before the State puts any unit 
money into Myrick Road itself, work on the other 
two state aid roads must be completed. 


Equipment—speaking of roads we wish to make note that 
Troy has a standing order for two pieces of sur- 
plus equipment - a road grader and a payloader - 
both of which can be used for both summer road 
work and winter maintenance - we have made no 
binding commitment on these orders - but we are 
next in line. 


Brush—We feel we did quite well on brush removal this 
past year; much mileage was gained by spraying - 
with a competent licensed sprayor in charge - 
keeping in mind that we wanted a sound ecology 
approach at all times. 


In the coming year or so we expect the Town to 
be faced with several problems, for instance— 


Waterfront Zoning— 


REQUIREMENTS OF LAW: 


The law requires that ali municipalities adopt 
shoreland zoning and subdivision ordinances by 
June of 1973. The law further authorizes that the 
Department of Environmental Protection and the 
Land Use Regulation Commission, assisted by the 
State Planning Office, will then review the local 
ordinances that have been prepared. In addition, 

the law stipulates that the State agencies may 
draft zoning ordinances for those communities 
that have not enacted their own by July 1, 1973. 
All Mame Municipalities are encouraged to ac- 
complish the necessary land and water planning 
and preparation for the zoning and and subdivi- 
sion ordinances for the shorelands areas at the 
local level. 


18 ANNUAL REPORT 


Your selectmen and some members of the Con- 
servation Commission have been represented at 
meetings held with towns of Burnham and Unity. 
We have met with these towns because of our 
common interest with Unity Lake. And altho 
Unity Lake is of prime interest with us we also 
have interest in the protection of frontage along 
Carlton Stream; a small portion of privately 
owned land on Carlton Pond - these all tie in 
together on this waterfront problem. Many hours 
of work is in store for us and we still plan meet- 
ings singly and with the other towns. It is sug- 
gested that possibly a newly formed Planning 
Board will take over this job, with help and 
suggestions from the Conservation Committee. 


Revenue Sharing—on State revenue sharing we received 
the sum of $2,683.85: this was used directly on 
1972 tax reduction. 


Revenue Sharing—on Federal revenue sharing - for 1972 
we received the sum of $4,494.00. This money has 
been placed in a savings account, drawing some 
interest - and should be kept there, plus other pay- 
ments as they come in, until the town decides what 
to do with this money. We should be receiving 
approx. the same amount each year for the next 
four years. Now it is going to be the chore of the 
townspeople to decide what to do with this money. 
The State cannot tell municipalties what to use 
their federal rev. sharing money for; ONLY the 
federal law and, the Treasury Dep. regulations 
control the specific use of the money. The only 
way federal rev. sharing money can be used to 
reduce property taxes is to substitute your rev- 
enue sharing monies for your locally raised tax 
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monies in certain catagories. For example, if a 
town spent a certain amount of local tax money 
on police of fire protection this certain amount of 
money can be replaced with the same amount in 
revenue sharing money. The net result would be 
a reduction of that amount of money which must 
be raised by the property tax method. 


Some permissive expenditures are: 


(a) In general. Entitlement funds received by 
units of local government may be used only for 
priority expenditures. As used in this part, the 
term ‘Priority expenditures” means: 


(1) Ordinary and necessary maintenance and 
operating expenses for— 


(a) Public safety (including law enforcement, 
fire protection, and building code enforce- 
ment). 


(b) Environmental protection (including sew- 
age disposal, sanitation, and pollution a- 
batement). 


(c) Public transportation (including transit 
systems and streets and roads). 


(d) Health. 

(e) Recreation. 

(f) Libraries. 

(g) Social services for the poor or aged and 
(h) Financial administration; and 


(2) Ordinary and necessary capital expenditures 
authorized by law. No unit of local government 
may use entitlement funds for non-priority ex- 
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penditures which are defined as any expenditures 
other than those included in subdivisions (1) and 
(2) above. Pursuant to section 51.10(b) of this 
part, the chief executive officer of each unit of 
local government must certify to the Secretary 
that entitlement funds received by it have been 
used only for priority expenditures as required by 
the Act. 


It is hoped that everyone in town will give this 
situation a lot of serious thought. Already many 
people have talked among themselves and with 


the selectmen on this and have put forth some 


good ideas. It is to be noted that we must use or 
appropriate for use the revenue sharing money 
received and interest earned thereon within 24 
months from date of check. Some ideas that have 
already come from interested citizens for use of 
this money - and we toss these ideas out for your 
genl. perusal - and from these ideas maybe more 
fruitful ones will be hatched - are - a new and 
modern fire truck; a Troy Town Library; obtain- 
ing beach facilities for use of Troy citizens (Troy 
has no such facilities now even tho there is a lot 
of shore frontage in our town); enlarging Rogers 
Cemetery, or, establishing a new cemetery; re- 
building - enlarging the fire dep. house - combin- 
ing town offices - with more modern heating and 
toilet facilities (the building now housing the 
Town office then could be used to house many 
historical papers we have including those given 
by our esteemed elder citizen Bernard Cook. 
There must be other ideas equally good. The 
government suggests strongly that public hearings 
are held - a requirement in fact and after the 
public hearings are held then town meeting (s) 
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must be held with warrant(s) containing art- 
icle(s) to see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
a certain sum(s) of money from the Revenue 
Sharing Trust Fund to be used in particular ser- 
vice area(s). 


Surplus Food—your selectmen were not entirely satisfied 
with this program this past year - we were very 
unhappy when several of our older citizens (sup- 
ported mainly by SS) were cut off this program 
mainly because they had a few bucks too much 
in the bank. We thought this very unfair - law or 
no law. If this program is not phased out by the 
government before town meeting, and if Troy 
decides to go along with it for another year; then 
may we suggest that every Troy citizen - immedi- 
ately after town meeting - write to the following 
offices to see if we can’t persuade the authorities 
to relent their tight ruling on SS people’s eligibili- 
ty for surplus foods - and get the surplus food back 
into the kitchens of these elder taxpayers. Those 
we should make contact with are: Miss Black, 
Waldo Co. Soc. Action Co., Belfast, Me.: and, to all 
four of the Maine legislators in Washington - con- 
tact one of the selectmen for these addresses. 


Boundary Line—town and forestry lots - some work was 
done; but not nearly as much as was planned, 
partly due to so much poor weather. More work 
should be done and we all hope it can be so in 
the coming year. 


Tree Growth Law—among the many new laws and regula- 
tions that have come to being and taking much of 
the selectmens time is this one - on assessing wood- 
lands. It is Title 36, M.R.S.A., Sections 571 thru 
584, as enacted by Chap. 616, Section 8, P.L. 
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Owners of more that 500 acres must apply; and 
owners of less acreage may apply. 


Junk Yards—the State asked us to lay the law down this 
past year. The Selectmen did discuss the problem 
with those property owners who we knew would 
definitely be involved. We held back hoping that 
these property owners would. Under all possibili- 
ties conditions this coming year will make it 
mandatory for junk yard licensing. 


Junk Cars—another 40 junk cars were removed this 
year from our town, making a total of around 280 
in two years - good progress but we still have a 
ways to go. 


Cemeteries—much work was done last year in most all the 
cemeteries; we had hoped to get caught up, but 
we fell far short. Some stones were repaired; 
much new fencing was built. But we have a long 
ways to go - for instance - brush is crowding, 
badly, 2 sides of Webster Cemetery and 3 sides 
of Hathaway Cemetery - we think these are musts 
for immediate attention. How nice it would be if, 
just one day in 19738, we could get 10-20 people 
to have a “Cemetery Bee’ to get some of this 
work done. 


Lots left - two cemeteries are full: that leaves 
Webster and Rogers with available plots. Webster 
has quite a few lots left - nice ones - but we are 
handicapped here because of no winter access. 
Rogers Cemetery is almost full - for a rough guess 
there is probably less than an acre left for lots - 
these will no doubt be picked up fast. 


So we feel we have a definite problem here - 
could become a crisis in the near future unless we 
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take action very soon. It is believed that this 
coming year it will be necessary to remove the 
stone wall at Rogers Cemetery and grade off the 
remaining available land there. Other sugges- 
tions have been made like - building a yr. round 
road to Webster Cemetery (perhaps we are not 
quite ready for that yet); and other suggestions 
are to look ahead for a new site for another ceme- 
tery. At any rate some long distance planning 
should be done on this subject. And while still 
on this subject perhaps a permanent sexton 
should be appointed - one who would take full 
year round responsibility in cemetery mainten- 
ance including updating the cemetery maps which 
are in “tough shape”’. 


Planning Board—many of our citizens have expressed the 
desire to reestablish a Town Planning Board. This 
seems like a fairly sound idea in view of the many 
rules and regulations due to come upon us soon - 
people feel it might pay to have a Board on the 
“books” to face any eventuality. We might add 
that this is a very strong recommendation of the 
MMA. Thus the article so directed in this warrant. 
Also it has been suggested in late material out 
of Augusta that this is a job for a Planning Board. 


Dump—again - we are still faced with this problem - we 
have no dump - the problem is getting much more 
serious - in face of the fact that we have - for 
instance - approx. 9 more houses in town this 
year; our population went, in 2 years - 543 in 
1970 to over 600 in 1972. Some of our citizens 
solved their own dump problems by hiring private 
contractors to haul their rubbish off - we under- 
stand the rubbish goes right cut of town - good. 
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But in the near future we must face up to this 
problem - direct and full. This past year your 
selectmen have been represented at several meet- 
ings on dumps - along with other interested 
people from town. We are still in contact with 
other towns on this dump business - almost every 
town will HAVE to act on this problem soon. The 
Maine legislature has enacted laws which pro- 
hibit refuse disposal within 300 yards of classi- 
fied bodies of water and has established a time- 
table for the total prohibition of all open burning 
by July 1, 1974 (bills in this present legislature 
are trying to alter or postpone this latter). So on 
to more meetings, more discussion with hopes of 
a solution soon. 


Maps—soil conservation maps - the Soil Conserv. Dep. at 

Belfast has our order for complete town coverage 

on soil conservation maps - we realize they are 

very busy in that office but we hope we will have 

our maps in the near future - the maps will aid 
greatly in our future development. 


Also, even tho we do not currently belong to the 
North Kennebec Planning) Commission, that of- 
fice has promised us a blown up map of all water 
frontage concerned with waterfront zoning. An 
advanced to that office. 


Tax School—two of your selectmen attended a 30 hour 
regulation course on tax assessment work last 
year under the auspices of the State Tax Office 
and the Univ. of Maine - we are pleased to 
announce that both passed the final exams. 


Town Forestry—thanks to Willis Howe and Roger Mitch- 
ell for careful and diligent management (along 
with their snowmobiling forestry pals Erwin Piper 
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and Steve Fernald) - we have a fairly healthy 
forestry balance again this year. These men have 
spent many hours concentrated work in the woods 
seeing to it that we get the most for the stumpage. 
Noted by the forestry committee was much dam- 
age done to some fine timber on the Lannigan Lot 
by hedgehogs - and needless to say - at this point - 
many of these ‘‘hogs’”’ are no longer with us. It 
is hoped that in the future we always have men in 
our town, as those above, who will spend some of 
their valuable time watching over our forestry 
area. 


Selectmen, Assessors, Overseers of Poor—we think it has 
been common knowledge for some time that the 
workload for the selectmen has been coming in- 
creasingly heavier and it is hoped that something 
might come about to lighten the load, especially 
for any one holding down the job of 1st select- 
man. This past year we have been trying to live 
up to - the difficult we can do at once, the 
impossible takes a little longer - but with - the 
much heavier work load that is on the selectmen 
the ‘difficult’? sometimes seems to be getting 
almost impossible. 


We feel that with the expected added chores for 
the town for the oncoming year that some of the 
work might be distributed over more individuals - 
like for instance - the Conservation Committee, 
a Planning Board, possibly a Sexton, and/or a 
Cemetery Committee. 


The assessors are having additional work piled 
onto them now with the - Tree Growth Law; Land 
Use Act; pressure being brought about to use 
filing cards - maps, etc. 
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Even if help is forthcoming on “new projects”; 
the desk work is still much heavier than in the 
past, just on the “‘run of the mill’ tasks - most of 
which falls on the 1st selectman. 


1973-74 Budget Guideline—we have a problem here - un- 


officially speaking - it looks like we are faced 
with an increased budget of around $12,000.00. 
This would include just about everything pro- 
posed in the enclosed warrant plus the proposed 
school assessment (an increase over last year) and 
the County of Waldo Assessment (an increase 
over last year), and includes 2 payments men- 
tioned elsewhere in this report for Myrick Bridge. 


So with thoughts of most everyone to try to 
have no raise in the taxes this coming year - we 
have the following courses to take - work the 
amounts down - if possible and if desired; to use 
some of the forestry account; to use the surplus 
as much as we dare; to use part or all of Fed. 
Rev. Sharing (but some taxpayers want to reserve 
part or all of this Revenue Sharing money for 
clear cut capital expenditures. 


We do hope to gain a little in new valuations - we 
do have several new buildings in town - but not a 
real large help.

During the past year fire calls were answered in the 
Towns of Troy and Unity. Major fire losses consisted of 
one residence and two barns and a garage. Several other 
calls were answered without any significant loss.

I have conducted an audit of the financial records of the 
Town of Troy for the year ended February 28, 1973, as 
prescribed by Title 20, Section 52538, Maine Revised 
Statutes. The examination was made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards and included such 
tests of the accounting records and such other auditing 
procedures aS were considered necessary in the circum- 
stances. Procedures followed were consistent with those 
of the previous year. 


Operations for the year provided a net gain of $7,774.25. 
Major unexpended balances were in the snow removal, 
overlay, town poor, state aid road and officers’ salaries 
accounts. Overdrafts were found in four highway ac- 
counts and the miscellaneous account. Balances were 
carried forward in the following accounts: Bog Road, 
Civil Defense, cemeteries, town forest, and Parsons Fund 
Number 1 and Number 2. Of the total appropriations 
from taxes, excise taxes, surplus, state revenue sharing, 
and the town forest account of $80,687.88, 55% was for 
education, 28% for highways, 4% for the county tax and 
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13% for all other purposes. 


The cash balance at the end of the year, $24,000.10, 
included federal revenue sharing of $4,494.00 awaiting 
appropriation by the town. Other assets included taxes, 
liens and accounts receivable totaling $9,365.13. The 
1972 tax commitment was 90.2% collected at the end of 
the year. There was no town debt. The unappropriated 
surplus increased from $14,295.39 to $16,445.88. The 
items of increase were the net operational gain noted 
above, unappropriated excise tax receipts, and supple- 
mental taxes. Major items of decrease were the appro- 
priation of $6,891.00 by the town meeting and abate- 
ments. The detail is shown in Exhibit C. 


The trust funds and forest reserve fund savings accounts 
were verified. The accumulated interest was not recorded 
on the books and the balance sheet shows only the 
principals. The reserve fund was increased to $4,000.00 
by vote of the town meeting and interest income has 
accumulated since that date. Interest income of $1,815. 
.o7 was either withdrawn from the cemetery accounts 
or received from the Parsons Fund No. 3. A balance of 
$499.08 existed in General Fund at the beginning of the 
year and $2,073.25 was expended in the cemeteries. 
Trust funds principals as shown on the balance sheet 
were reduced by $1,000.00 as it was found in verifying 
the accounts that there was a duplication in listing ac- 
counts in earlier audits. 


In my opinion, the exhibits and schedules incorporated 
in this report present fairly the financial position of the 
Town at February 28, 1973 and the results of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended.
